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Where Are They Now? 


John Santos 


As one of the most recognized musicians in the Afro-Latin genre, John Santos is a percussionist, vocalist, 
composer, teacher, and activist who has been involved in many facets of the industry. He is so renowned in the 
San Francisco Bay Area that the City of San Francisco declared November 12, 2006 John Santos Day. Born in 
San Francisco, California to Edward and Dorothea Santos, he spent his childhood in Bernal Heights. Although 
he had a great two years at Galileo High School (Class of 1973), Santos says that it didn't shape his career in 
music. It was actually his family's love of Afro-Caribbean and Cape Verdean music that inspired him to pursue 
it. He also played the drums with Raul Rekow, a friend who would later join Santana. Although he studied to be 
an electrician, he chose to dedicate his life to music. 


He directed the groups Tipica Cienfuegos (1976-1980), Orquesta Batachanga (1981-1985) and the Machete 
Ensemble (1985-2006), and currently leads the John Santos Sextet. He has performed and taught around the 
world since the 1980s. The courses he taught included 'Salsa Roots’ at La Raza Graphics Center, "The History of 
Afro-Cuban Music' at La Pena Cultural Center, ‘Sounds of Resistance’ at San Francisco State University and 'La 
Salsa: Birth of a Genre in New York City' at the Museum of the African Diaspora. Jesse Hamlin did a profile 
on him in the San Francisco Examiner on August 21, 1988 titled 'Afro-Cuban Folklore in New Jazz Mix', where 
Santos was quoted as saying "we offer an alternative to commercial latin music." Santos has released over 20 
productions through his Machete Records label including Mafiana Para Los Ninos, Hacia el Amor, Machete, 
Machetazo, Para Ellos, La Mar, La Guerra No, SF Bay, Tribute to the Masters, La Esperanza, Brazos Abiertos, 
Papa Mambo, Perspectiva Fragmentada, Filosofia Caribenia volumes I & 2, 20th Anniversary, Siempre 
Clasico, and others. On August 7, 2020, Santos released Art of the Descarga on the Smithsonian Folkways label 
with Raul Da Gama praising it for being "gentle, albeit powerful". 


His next CD, 'Filosofia Caribenia Vol.3: A Puerto Rico Del Alma’ will be released in January. Santos is still 
active in the industry and teaching, but spends time with his wife and two children. He is the subject of a 
documentary titled Santos: Skin to Skin (Searchlight Films 2022) that premiered at the South By Southwest 
Film Festival in March. It is a wonderful documentary that discusses his life, art, and culture. He is a great 
example of a successful Galilean. I asked Santos his views on the controversy last year about potentially 
renaming schools in San Francisco because of the injustice-linked background of the names. When I asked him 
if the names of these schools should be changed, he said "There are bigger fish to fry.".

l’ve written about this before. Galileo’s iconic 
observatory has been dormant far too long. It is like a 
lion sleeping with its head on its paws. 

The observatory located at the northeast corner of the 
school is observed by anyone from Bay Street and 
beyond; yet it is dysfunctional and a neglected structure. 
What a shame. When | attended Galileo in 1951, Mr. 
Campbell, our science teacher, would regularly take us 
up to the observatory to view the stars and heavenly 
objects. It was a thrill few high school students in San Francisco had the 
opportunity to experience. As recently as March 1997 Galileo invited the public to 
view the comet Hale-Bopp from the observatory. The event was meant as a 
fundraiser with a charge of $50 per person. Included was a lecture by Fred K. Y. Lo, 
chairman of the Department of Astronomy at the University of Illinois. What ever 
happened to this kind of creative fundraising? In 2018 the Galileo Alumni 
Association held its second observatory fundraiser in South San Francisco. 

The founders of Galileo had the foresight to include an observatory in its 
construction. More recently the school was renamed the Academy of Science and 
Technology. In keeping with its name and focus an astronomy class should be a 
part of its curriculum. That means the observatory should be restored. Current 
students are deprived of studying this science. 

The GAA, along with the PTSA and ASB should combine their talents and resources 
to make the restoration of the observatory and telescope possible. There should 
be more fundraisers specifically intended for this project. This means dinners, 
donations both from individuals and companies. The SFUSD should support the 
project. 

The telescope is the symbol of Galileo. We should again form a new committee to 
study costs and feasibility. 

The observatory is as iconic as the Lion and the colors Purple and Gold. 

Let us, students, teachers, staff, parents and alumni make this happen. 

Galileo deserves it. And we can once more look at the stars.

The new Superintendent of SFUSD, Matt Wayne was quoted in the 
article: “JROTC is one of many important programs in our high schools that can make a significant 
difference in the lives or our students.” Superintendent Matt Wayne began his position on July 1, 
2022.
